COPY OR A COINCIDENCE ? 


In Any Event Local ‘Experts 


; Will Look to the Eastern 
Committee for an 
_ Explanation. 


Out of thegalon of the Society of the Amer- 
ican Artists at the Art institute this week 
has evolved a mystery, and until its solution 
Chicago critics will not know whether to 
feel offended or amuséd, or merely elated at 
discovering to the world a remarkable 
psychologic coincidénce. + 
In a ‘prominent position in the exhibition 
hangs jan oil painting sent by the Boston 
committee as part of that city’s representa- 
tion in ithe pational salon. 

It is numbered 72 in the catalogue and is 
entitled Guardian} Angel.” It is by 
Isaac Caliga,'a Boston artist of some note. 


_ What Is the Answer? 


Now, here are a few of the perplexities 
‘upon which local critics would like to have 
light: 
1s picture a p of the

Guardian Angel 

If so, did the Boston artist and the Boston 
jury consider Chicago so artistically be- 
nighted that the fact would not be discov- 
ered here? 

If not, is it a copy of Thayer's painting and 
honestly intended as such? 

If acknowledged as a copy in the east, was 
the failure so to acknowledge it in this exhi- 
bition part of a practical joke on Chicago 
connoisseurs, aiming to betray their igno- 
rance?”’ 

Or is it merely a case of coincident inspira- 
tion? . 

Discovery Causes a Stir. 


The discovery of the remarkable similar- 
ity wags made yesterday afternoon. Caliga’s 
picture resembles Thayer's so closely that 
at first glance it appears like an inferior 
copy of the well known painting. The mat-, 
ter was immediately brought to the attention 
of Director French of the Art institute, and 
today the Chicago committee will be asked 
to undertake an investigation. 

The picture in question represents two 
female figures--one, a*woman in a white 
dress, seated, and with hands clasped in 
lap. Behind her hovers “the guardian an-

on the right shoulder of the seated woman, 
the left hand of the winged figure’ being ex- 
tendedi down the woman's left arm and ap- 
parently guiding it. 

“©, there’s a Thayer—but where have I 
seen it before?” 

“Thayer is degenerating—he’s lost his 
touch.” 

“ Why, it isn't a Thayer—look at the cata- 
logue. It’s by Caliga. It must be a copy of 
Thayer—but the catalogue doesn’t say so.” 

“It’s a poor copy at that—who is this 
Caliga, anyway?” 

Director French Notified. 

These are a few of the exclamations heard 
the groups of artists who gathered 
about the picture yesterday before and after 
the mild sensation caused by the notification 
to the authorities. Director French was es- 
corted upstairs and shown the painting, at 
the same time being handed a print copy of 
Thayer's “ Guardian Angel."' As he glanced 
from the print to the painting and back 
again his amazement was plain. 

“Um-um-um—it’s strange — extremely 
strange, isn’t it? It’s almost the same pic- 
ture, isn’t it?” half soliloquized Mr. French, 
and then he hurried away to question the 
Chicago committee. 

‘* Perhaps the Bostonians think we are too 
occupied with our pork packing to keep up 
with things artistic,’’ was the indignant fling 
of a Chicago artist, who had cceptéd the 
Caliga painting as a copy of Thayer until 
shown | that no credit was given in the cata- 
logue. 

Thayer’s Wife in All His Pictures. 


Years ago Thayer’s ‘wife became insane, 
and the blow nearly wrecked the artist's 
career. He recovered from it only to paint 
the features of his wife into almost every 
face his brush created. 

It is a resemblanee to the face of Thayer’s 
wife that startles one in Caliga’s picture. 

In both the Caliga and the Thayer pictures 
the relation of the figures and the action is 
exactly the same. Both women in both 
pictures are of the delicate New England 
type, so familiar in Thayer's pictures. The 
most prominent figure in each is clothed in 
white and the hands He listlessly in the lap. 

In the Caliga work the wings of the angel 
are a little more drooping than in the Thayer. 
Caliga has also spotted the blue robe of the 
angel with gold stars, The drawing of the 
hands is the same in é¢ach and the outlines 
of the faces are almost identical. Even the 
background of the window casement is the 
same in each, 

Developments Are Interesting. 

The discovery of the remarkable coinci- 
dence led to still moré. interesting devejo 
ments. It appears,that Thayer's Guardian 
Angel’’ was painted three years ago, but is 
one of the best known of his works. It has 
been widely copied, scores of reproductions 
having been sold every week in Chicago art 
stores. 

Caliga stated in a letter to the Art institute 
authorities that his picture was first exhib- 
ited last spring at the National academy in 
New York. It is not known to have excited 
any comment at that time, the similarity to 
Thayer's work having apparently passed un- 
noticed by eastern critics. 

Caliga said in his létter that during the 
summer he had ‘practically repainted the 
picture, thus making it eligible to exhibition 
in the Chicago salon. It is said that Caliga 
produced the work originally about a year. 
and a half ago, or about the same time after 
the appearance of the Thayer picture. 


Refuses to Allow Photographing. 
Another mystery of the artist's action lies 
in the discovery that reproduction of the 
Caliga picture is forbidden, A suggestion

Big Guns on American Battle- 
ships Declared Useless in Sea. 


NEW PLANS ARE CRITICISED. 


Rear Admiral Bradford Points to Kear- 
sarge’s Cruise as Proof. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 23.—[Special.]— 
Startling revelations of the inability of some. 
of the best United States battleships to fight * 
their turret guns, and even their broadside 
batteries, in a heavy sea are made in a re- 
port in which Rear Admiral R. B. Bradford, 
the’ recently relieved chief of the bureau 
of- equipment of the nayy department, dis- 
sents from the designs for the 13,000 ton 
battleships Idaho and Mississippi. The de- 
signs were approved by the naval board of 
construction, 

Proved by Cruise of Kearsarge. 

The elevation of their heavy gun port sills 
above the load water line is so little thatina 
heavy sea they must be closed and the guns 
thereby rendered inoperative. Some mem- 
bers of this board contend that foreign bat- 
tleships labor under equal disadvantages, but 
the fact that the thirteen and eight inch guns 
on the Kearsarge, the flagship of the North 
Atlantic squadron, were worthless during 
sixty-one days of last summer’s cruise will 
be a disagreeable message to the bulk of the 
American people, who believe the American 
battleship can come off victorious in a fight 
Here is the 
salient portion of the report, which,was made 
public by permission of SecrBtary Moody: 
«@' There are two important qualities in the 
design of the Idaho and Mississippi, now 
recommended by the majority of the board, 
which I believe should receive serious con- 
sideration. The first is in relation to speed. 
In this design speed in shipbuilding is second 
to capacity for sta fighting. . 

Must Be Put in Old Class. 

“If the speed of the Idaho and Mississippi 
corresponds to that of the old battleships, 
then they must be relégated for service to the 
old battleship class and the first ‘line of de- 
fense, composed of battleships of, the latest 
and most powerful type, with a speed of 
eighteen knots, is not strengthened. Should 
to the slow Idaho class be added the Maine, 


speed of the fleet will.be reducéd from one 
and one-half to two knots. Even if this sac- 
rifice should be made the Idaho class still 
would be useless in a moderate seaway, OW- 
ing to their low free board. 

“ Reference is made to the report of the 
commanding officer of the Kearsarge, which 
is a ship of higher gun position than the 
Idaho. It is stated in this report that during 
sixty-one days of the summer cruise the 
turret guns could not be used and for at 
least one-third of that time the broadside 
guns could not be used, both on account of 
the condition of the sea.” ‘

Elijah the Restorer Goes to Boston 
and May Start for Australia. 


NEW YORK MISSION FAILS. 


Hundreds of Discouraged Zionists Start: 
Home for Chicago. 


New York, Oct. 23.—[{Special.]—John Alex- 
ander Dowie started for Boston with his wife 
tonight, ostensibly to see her start on her 
journey to Australia. He absolutely de- 
clined to indicate in any way when he wil] 
return to the city, and the Information ob- 
tained last night was that he intends to sail 
with his family for Australia. 

It was impossible to ascertain whether any 
provision had been made for the members of 
the Zion restoration host now at Madison 

‘Square garden, either for their return to 
Zion City or for their maintenance while 
here. 

some even intimate that Dowie, discour- 
aged by the evident failure of his invasion of 
Gotham and by the desertion of a part of his 
restoration host, hundreds of whom left for 
Chicago today, will not return either to New 
York or to Chicago, and that he will seek new 
fields in the antipodes. So far as known 
Dowie has not made a convert in New York. 
His whole trip up to date has been a miserable 
failure. 

Crowds Grow More Unruly. 

Today’s meetings at Madison Square gar- 
den were marked by increasing disturbances 
and tonight the police with difficulty restored 
order after Dowie had finished one of his 
diatribes against his audience. 

While Dowie himself was speaking there 
were some interruptions. 

“ How about Bill Devery?’ yelled a voice 
from the gallery, and there were cat calis 
and applause. The “prophet,” with up- 
raised hands, asked what the question was, 
and it was repeated in tones of thunder, but 
still Elijah did not catch it. One of his 
overseers repeated it for his benefit. “ He 
says, ‘ How about Dr. Dowie?’ ” 


, Dowie Shows More Anger. 

“I should think Dr. Dowie is in evidence,” 
continued the “restorer.” “I can do my 
own talking. You've got a man now in 
New York who won't stand for your an- 
archistic noneense. I hired this hall. I'm 
going to pay the rent, and I won't stand for 
impertinence.”’ 

Dowie continued talking about “ grose ig- 
norance,” when Mrs. Dowie rose and plucked 
his sleeve. 

**Go on, Janie,” shrieked a voice, and in 
a moment there was general pandemonium, 
which was finally subdued by the police. 
Dowie admitted that 112 Zionists returned to

FOUND DEAD ON WIFE’S GRAVE. 


Dr. Francis EB. Abbott, Former Professor 
in Harvard, Takes Bouquet to 
Cemetery and Dies. 


Boston, ‘Mass., Oct. 23.—{Special.]—Dr. 
Francis B. Abbott, former professor of phil- 
osophy in Harvard university in 1877-’78, was 
today found dead on the grave of his wife, in 
the cemetery on Hale street, Beverly. Mrs.

Aged Woman from Thugs. — 


NURSES ONE FOR MANY HOURS 


Mrs. Annie O’Connor Declares She Is 
Afraid to Sleep Now. 


Aged, crippled, alone, Mrs. Annie O’Con- 
nor sat in her cottage at 3155 Princeton ave- 
nue last night and sobbed as she declared 
her only friends and companions, six dogs, 
had been slaughtered by two policemen. 

‘Those dogs were all I had to protect me 
from robbers,” declared the woman. “ Now 
they are dead I am afraid to go to sleep at 
night. Two months ago thieves broke in 
here and would have attacked me, but my 
dogs drove them away.” 

Mrs. O’Connor is so crippled by rheuma- 
tismi that she can hardly stand erect. She 
goes about the kitchen, the only room she 
occupies, on her hands and knees. 


Come Without a Warrant. 

“Tt was just-at noon when Policeman 
Thomas Foley and another whom I do not 
know walked into my house and told me 
they had come to kfll my dogs,” she said. 
“They gave me a minute to decide which 
one of the six I wanted to live. 

“I told them they had no right to enter 
my house without a wararnt and that made 
them mad, I guess, for they began killing 
right away. I wanted to save Jeff, the 
largest dog, for it had driven away the bur- 
giars, but that was: the first one they killed. 


Kill in Most Cruel Ways. 

“ They caught one dog by the hind legs and 
dashed its brains out; then they beat two 
others to death with their clubs. They shot 
the others, except one which ran under the 
house and hid. But it has disappeared now, 
so I am alone. 

“After the policemen had gone I found one 
of the dogs was alive, and I sat up till 3 
o'clock the next morning nureing it. But I 
couldn’t keep it—it died. 

“Only a while ago I went to the city hall 
and explained that the dogs were my pro- 
tectors. He told me I need pay no dog li- 
cense. I told this to the judge at the Thirty- 
fifth street station and he said: ‘ Go home 
and don't worry. The police shall not hurt 
your dogs.’ And in less than a week they 
came and killed them—butchered them.” 

On Mrs. O’Connor’s shoulder as she talked 
were perched two pigeons, while three chick- 
ens stalked about the room. 

“ These are my pets, too,” she explained, 


' “ but what protection arepigeons? My dogs 


were stray ones that I found and fed: So 
they became fond of me and remained here.”’

Neighbors of the woman vouch for the 
truth of her story regarding the two police- 
men.

KILL HER DEFENDERS 


PLANS A GREAT 
COLLEGE UNION. 


President James Would Make. 


Northwestern the Head 
and Front of Metho- 
dist Institutions. 


THIRTY TO BEAR NAME. 


Idea Is to Have Strong Central 
Supervising Body for Schools 
Which Now Govern 
Themselves. 


A! plan whereby all, or nearly all, of the 
Methodist educational institutions in. the 
country may be united under one general 
supervising body of directors, with North 
western university as the head and fron® 
was disclosed yesterday by President Ed- 
mund Janes James of Northwestern. 

As evidence that the smaller institutions are 
ready for such a union President James de- 
clares that already two colleges have asked 
to be taken under the protection and man- — 
agement of Northwestern university, while 
the university has already annexed two 
preparatory schools—the Elgin academy and 
the Grand Prairie seminary of Onarga. 

‘* It isa clearly manifested fact,” said Pres- 
ident James last evenihg, “ tha? if denomina- 
tional institutions are to do their best work 
they must work in unity. There must be 
harmony between the different institutions— 
a harmony which will permit of one gentral 
management.”’ 

All to Be “‘Northwestern.” 

President James then went Into the de- 

tails of the plan, concluding with the state- 
ment htat all of the affiliated institutions 
would be known as “ Northwestern.” His 
estimate is that there will be thirty such. 
. * My trip to the University of Ontario, from 
which I have just returned,” he said, “ was 
made principally for the purpose of study- 
ing the methods which have enabled that 
university to establish itself as the head- 
quarters of higher education in the Dominion 
of Canada. The University of Ontario has 
done this by.a process of absorption. It has 
established at Toronto the union of all the 
Presbyteriam, Anglican, Methodist, and Con- 
gregational colleges in the dominion. 

“This method of absorption, however, 
seems hardly practical for Northwestern, for 
if the university were made the only Meth- 
odist institution in the United States it could 
not provide denominational educational 
privileges for all who need them. : 

One General Supervising Body. 

‘Instead of that we plan to organize all 

institutions under the management of 


| Seneral supervisory body, This body, of 
senate, shall provide general legislation for 


all the colleges in the union, It shall ay out 
a curriculum, which will be, in a general 
way at least, followed by all the colleges 
under it. 

‘* The system will be in a way feudal, The 
Senate will represent the overlord, the 
trustees of the various colleges represent- 
ing the tenants. However, there being only 
two steps, the system will have all of the 
strong points with none of the weaknesses 
which characterized the old feudal system, 

“It shall be the duty of the board of 
trustees of each of the under colleges to di- 
rect the private affairs of their several col- 
leges aud to raise endowment funds for, 
their support. The general management, 
however, will be in the hands of the super- 
visory body. 

Not All an Experiment. 

“That such a plan is feasible has already 
been demonstrated. We have within the last 
two years annexed to Northwestern two sec- 
ondary schools, the Grand Prairie seminary 
of Onarga and the Elgin academy. When 
the Grand Prairie seminary applied to us to 
be taken in as a part of Northwestern uni- 
versity, the school was run down untill no 
one had any confidence in it. 

“We told the trustees that if they would 
raise an endowment fund of $200,000 We would 
assume the management of the school. Work- 
ing under this promise, and backed by the 
reputation of Northwestern, the trustees had ° 


little difficulty in raising the money, and the - 


seminary was taken in. Now it is in a flour- 
ishing condition, At the beginning of the 
present academic year it had 200 pupils en- 
rolled, and I expect there will be 800 before 


the year is over. — 
Others Knock at Door. 

“We recently. received applications from 
two sectarian colleges for admission as a 
part of Northwestern. To each of these in- 
stitutions we replied that we would take 
them in if they would raise the sum of $300,- 
000 as an endowment; and the trustees have 
set to work to raise the money. 

“I expect to see at least thirty colleges 
finally enrolled under one management. As 
each is taken In it will give up its own name 
and adopt the name’ Northwestern,’ its loca- 
tion, however, specifying which branch it Is. 

“For example, if there were a Methodist 
college at Aurora—there is not, of course, so 
this is only an example—it would, on being 
annexed, be known henceforth as tle 
* Northwestern College of Aurora.’ 

“ Of course, the plan is still far from com- 
plete,” concluded President James. “ There 
may be minor changes, but in general I ex- 
pect it to work out asl have outlined. I 
think I may safely say that within a few 
years there will be thirty colleges in the 
United States which will bear the name 
* Northwestern.’

Former Member of Balfour’s Cabinet 
Accepts Presidency of ¢{he Associa-

LONDON, Oct. 23.—The duke of Devonshire 
tonight was elected president of the Unionist 
Free Food league and Lord Goschen, Sir 
Michael Hicks-Beach, and C. T. Ritchie were 
elected vice presidents. 

The meeeting approved the issue of a mani- 
festo setting forth the views of the league. 
Briefly. this manifesto expresses the will- 
ingness of the league to consider. in a friend- 
ly and loyal spirit, any definite plan the pre- 
mier may submit to parliament. It ¢riticises 
adversely and at considerable length. how- 
ever, Joseph Chamberlain’s proposals and 
declares they would imposeall the disadvan- 
tages of an imperial zollverein with none of | 
its gaing'and tend to promote the disintegra- 
tlon rather than the union of the empire, 
while leading inevitably to a policy of pro- 
tection. 


‘Duke’s Heir Against Him. 

Victor Cavendish, heir of the duke of Dev- 
onshire, who was appointed financial secre- 
tary to the treasury a fortnight ago, spoke 
at Derby tonight and explained that he did 
not like the idea of retaliation, but now he 
believed it was necessary to “defend British 
trade.”

Says Balfouy Changed Front, 

Lord George Hamilton today gave his 
version of the recent cabinet resignations. 
He said that at the cabinet meeting on the 
last day of the parliamentary session Premier 
Balfour produced'a program which included 
preferential tariffs and the taxation of food. 
The cabinet met again on Sept. 14 and con- 
tinued the same discussion. 

After this meeting Lord Balfour, C. T. 
Ritchie, and he agreed to resign. It was not 
until Sept. \16 that Lord George Hamilton 
learned of Chamberlain’s resignation. He 
declared that Premier Balfour had treated 
the members of the eabinet, other than the 
duke of Devonshire, unfairly, and he resented 
the method in which the free trade members 
had been ousted. 

With regard to the general fiscal policy 
Lord George Hamilton declared himself a 
free trader with limitations. He said also 
that he believed thoroughly in retaliation 
which would give the country a better chance 
for the negotiation of reciprocity treaties.

Where 
underwriters. had written $5,000 lines on 
Thursday they would not take more than $500 
lines yesterday. The rate for Japanese and 
Russian vessels likewise was advanced from 
7 shillings 6 pence per cent to 20 shillings 
and over. A good deal of speculative busi- 
ness was also done, underwriters charging 
29 and even 40 guineas on policies against a 
declaration of war only during the next 
three months. 


British Consols Depressed. 
Prompt official contradiction was given of 
the. Honolulu report cabled here by a news 
agency that war had broken out, but British 
consuls were for the time adversely affected 
and Japanese stocks were offered. From in- 
quiries made in many quarters it is evident 
that London considers the situation beyond 
qifestion serious, and anxiety is deepening.

CANADA LONGS FOR POWER 


‘PREMIER LAURIER SOUNDS NEW 


Head of the Dominion Parliament De- 
clares That as Long as She Is De- 
pendent on Great Britain the Big 
American Colony WiIll Never Be 
Able te Maintain Her Rights 
Against the “ Grasping and Power- 
ful United States.” eee 


Ottawa, Ont., Oct. 23.—[Special. }—Sir Wil- 
frid Laurier, premier of the Canadian cabi- 
net, declared jin the house of commons today 
that Canada must secure her own treaty 
making power independent of Great Britain. 

He declared that as long as Canada re- 
mained dependent upon Greet Britain her 
‘powers would not be sufficient for the main- 
tenance of her rights. It was important, 
said Premier Laurier, that Canada should 
ask Great Britain for more extensive powera, 
so that if the dominion ever faced difficul- 
ties like the Alaska guestion again she would 
be able to deal with them in her own way. 

He referred to the government not having 
authority under existing political IMmita- 


respondence to show her true position, and 
asserted with marked emphasis that the gov- 
ernment will have the whole correspondence 
at the next session of parliament, “ no mat- 
ter what protests may come from abroad.” 

More than once, ghe premier declared, he 

had viewed with regret having to live along- 
side a grasping and powerful nation like the 
United States. He suggested the building 
of an all Canadian railway to the Yukon 
gold fields. 
In regard to the opposition members, who 
advised the government’s withdrawing after 
the king had ratified the treaty, the pre- 
mier said they should think seriously of 
what that meant.

Then, he said, Canada would 
have had to withdraw in shame or go to war.

SOCIALIST ADMITS STRIKING HIS 
AGED MOTHER. 


Thirty-third Ward Leader, Arraigned 
Before Ministers, Ordered to Pay $40 
Monthly for Support of Parent “ Not 
Abreast of Times ”’—Telis Story of 
Troubles Growing Out of Religious 
Differences — Sister and Brother 
Leave His House. 


Charged by a tribunal of two ministers 
with severely beating his mother, Ald. Will- 
iam Johnson of the Thirty-third ward last 
night told a story of family troubles growing 
out of religious difference’. The clergymen 
who heard the allegations against the alder- 
man are the Rev. Lauritz Paulson of the 
Norwegian Independent church of Roseland 
and the Rev. David B. Gregg of the Roseland 
Presbyterian church. 

Their assertions are that Mr. Johnson 
struck ,his aged mother in the face so vio- 
lently as to leave black and blue marks, and 
that Mrs. Johnson was obliged to flee from 
her son’s house ard seek shelter elsewhere. 
The award of the court was that Ald. John- 
son give his mother $40 a month for the rest 
of her life. The Rev. Mr. Gregg added that, 
although he had supported the alderman at 
the last election, he would fight him in the 
future. He predicted that the leadcer’s polit- 
ical career had ended. 

Mother “Not Abreast of Times.”’ 

A full statement was made by the alder- 
mian on being confronted by the statements 
of his opponents. 

‘ This is the culmination of ten years of 
constant obstinacy on the part of my moth- 
er,” he said. “I am a socialist, while my 
mother cannot talk English, and has not 
kept abreast of the times in matters of scten- 
tific and political thought. She is a relfgious 
enthusiast. From my infancy she has op- 
posed my ambition to learn and to make 
something of myself. 

“Two months ago my 6 months old brother 
was injured in a fall. As I have studied 
raedicine, I obtained someispints and appli- 
unces and set about to care for him. My 
mother gathered up the implements and 
threw them out-of the window, declaring 
that they and my learning were of the devil.

MANY ARB LOSE WORK 


RAILWAYS PLANNING BIG RE- 
DUCTION IN EXPENSES. 


Lines Organise for the Pur- 
pose of Presenting a United Front 
to the Labor Unions, and Already 
Orders Have Gone Forth to Econo- 
mise in Every Possible Way—Trains 
Cat Off and Other Measures Adopted 
—Retrenchment in Departments. 


“The railways are about to present a4 
united front to the labor unions. Already 
there is a move on foot to reduce the pay 
rolls by 10 per cent.” | 

Such was the statement made yesterday by 
an executive of a leading western line. The 
plan at present does not contemplate a re- 
duction in wages, it was said, but the work- 
ing force is to be reduced in every possible 
way. 

That an agreement has been entered into 
by the big railway systems was not denied. 
While there is no formal association, the un- 
derstanding is said to be definite and bind- 
ing. The primary object is to present a 
solid front to the labor unions, so that em- 
ployés of one road cannot use another road 
as a club to bring their own road into sub- 


jection. 
Cutting Down Forces. 

Word has gone forth on all large railroads 
that retrenchments are to be made in cer- 
tain lines where the companies can most 
easily reduce forces, such as car shops, re- 
pair shops, maintenance of way department, 
and improvement corps. 

The passenger train service is to be rear- 
ranged so as to get along with as few trains 
as possible. In conformity with this policy, a 
number of Chicago roads have r 
their train schedules during the last few 

8. 
A Chicago and Northwestern has dis- 
continued a Freeport-Chicago train that has 
been run for many years. The Milwaukee 
and St. Paul has taken off two of the trains 
between Chicago and Deerfield. This is in 
addition to the discontinuance by these roads 
of their regular summer excursion trains, 
which usually come off at this time of the 


year. 
Unprofitable Trains Abandoned. 

Other roads centering in this city are rear- 
ranging their train schedules to bring about 
similar results. All trains on branch lines 
which do not pay are to be taken off. 

By laying men off and making retrench- 
ments that will enable them to get along with 
fewer men the results will be much the same 
as if wages were cut, as it matters little 
whether a railroad with a wage list of $1,000, - 
000 lays off one-tenth of its men, resulting in 
a saving of $100,000, or makes a reduction 
of that amount in the wages of its men and 
allows all of them to remain. " 

But the men who are retained in service 
will have to do more work.

CLUB WOMAN TELLS OF THE CHI- 
| HARD FATE. 


Born of Western Plain, Aborigine 
Leaves It in Beauty, but White Man 
Makes It Drudge and Slave in Dust— 
Then He Sticks Piers in It and-Cries: 
“How Ugly; What an Abomina- 
tion!’—Mrs. Kate 5. Woods Weul 
Restore It. 


“Jt was born of the wide western plain, 
reared in the freedom of the endless prairie, 
and flowed peacefully and with dignity by 
the tide of the aborigine, who admitted its 
beauty and let that beauty develop. / 

“It truly is a Cinderella of rivers—of noble 
birth, now made to drudge and slave in the 
dust and ashes of the city.” 

No one may recognize it from the descrip- 
tion, but the Chicago river is meant. The 
characterization is that of a Chicago club 
woman, Mrs. Kate 8S. Woods, who addressed 
the West End Woman's club yesterday after- 
“The Romance of the Chicago 


Thinks River Is Abused. 

The river has been abused. There is no 
doubt of that in Mrs. Woods’ mind, for she 
declares the city has been ungrateful, and 
has chided where the aborigine lauded. 

* For almost thirty years after his com- 
ing,’’ she says, “the white man found that 
the natural course of the river did not run 
counter to his. Soon, however, the new city 
became a harsh stepmother, and the Cinder- 
ella of rivers was sent to work in the dirt 
and soot of manufacturing hearth.”’ 

It’s sad for even a river to have to work, 
Mrs. Woods contended. But worse than that 
is the ingratitude of-Chicago. So appealing 
was the plea for the river, and so harsh was 
the arraignment of the city that an auditor 
proposed the organization of a society for the 
prevention of cruelty to the Chicago river, 
The city is cruel, for: 

‘We never gave this Cinderella a chance 
to put on new or bright raiment. We never 
gave her a chance even to wash her face until 
the drainage canal went through—and that 
was merely for the sake of ourselves, not to 
enhance the beauty of the river.”’ 


Made Ugly by Men. 

“How good the river has been to all of 
us, and how little we appreciate it. It is 
despised, neglected, and overworked. It is 
used as a dump, a ditch, and even as an open 
sewer. Men stop its current with big, cum- 
bersome tunnels below and span it with un- 
sightly bridges above; they stick ugly piles 
and piers into it; they make it mathematical- 
ly straight and inartistic, and then throw up 
their hands in astonishment, crying: “* How 
ugly; what an abomination!’ 

“ There is hope for the future,” Mrs. Woods 
held. “Let us each be a fairy to bring 
Cinderclla back to her own, the Cinderella 
which has drudged for us for seventy years.”

Butte, Mont., Oct. 28.—According to every 
indication tonight the Amalgamated Copper 
company is preparing for a long shutdown, 
as many of the pumps in the big mines have 
suspended operations. The Amalgamated 
officials are reticent as to expressing an opin- 
ion as to the probable length of the suspen- 
sion, saying it may be of six or eight munths’ 
duration, and perhaps a greater period. 

An effort will be made by leading citizens of 
the state to have the Supreme court advance 
the hearing on the appeal from Judge Clan- 
cy’s decision in the case in the hope that a 
reversal of the judgment by the tribunal! will 
induce the Amalgamated Copper company 
to resume. 

Indignation among the Amalgamated peo- 
ple is rife and they are loud in denouncing the 
present state of affairs and declare that all 
business on the part of the company will re- 
main at a standstill until the Boston and 
Montana receivership matter is settled 


finally. 
Heinze Calls It Stock Trick. 

A statement by F. Augustus Heinze at- 
tacking H. H. Rogers, declaring the present 
suspension of the Amalgamated properties 
was due to an attempt on the part of the 
Standard Oil magnate and his asseciates to 
affect the prices of Amalgamated Copper 
stock, and also offering positions to all mar- 
ried men formerly employed by the Amalga- 
mated company, was followed by an offiical 
statement this afternoon by William Scallon, 
president of the Anaconda company, and one 
of the leading Amalgamated officials in this 
state. Mr. Scallon denounced as ‘‘ malicious 
falsehoods’ the statements of Mr. Heinze 
regarding Mr. Rogers. 

**Mr. Rogers,’’ declared President Scallon, 
** gave no order to close the mines and the 
assertion that the suspension of the Amalga- 
mated properties is part of a stock jobbing 
echeme is unqualifiedly false.” 


Smelters Will Be Shut Down. 


With the exception of small crews manning 
the pumps, all the mines are deserted, and 
as soon as the furnaces can be cleared of 
charges and fires drawn the four smelters 
of the Amalgamated will shut down. This 
will be accomplished tomorrow morning, and 
by tymorrow night it is expected all opera- 
tions of the Amalgamated Copper company 
will be at a complete standstill. | 

Ore shipments have ceased and the Great 
Northern and Butte, Anaconda and Pacific 
railroads are reducing their crews. 

It is conservatively estimated by the Ama!l- 
gamated officials that between 14,000 and 
15,000 men are made idle. This calculation 
includes all the men employed by the Amal- 
gamated Copper throughout the state of 
Montana. 

Business men fear the worst should the 
suspension continue any length of time, as 
the army of Amalgamated employés is the 
principal sustaining factor of Butte’s indus- 
trial life. 

Throughout the state generally a state of 
depression is reflected, and in Butte busi- 
ness is practically paralyzed with fear of a 
crash in the event of a prolonged close down. 
Business men are canceling their orders for 
winter supplies.

BLACKMAIL FROM PRISON 


PLOT AGAINST NORTHERN PACI- 
FIC LAID BY CONVICTS. 


Montana Penitentiary Officials Secure 
Cenfession from Harvey Whitton, 
an Inmate—Discharged Man Piaced 
Dynamite to Alarm Company Off- 
ejalis—Captured Letters of Isaac 
Gravelle Bear Out Statement—Oth- 
ers Sought Money te Gain Pardons, 


Helena, Mont., Oct. 23.—[Special.J—It Its 
now known that the conspiracy to blackma!] 
the Northern Pacific railroad company was 
hatched in the state penitentiary. Suspicion 
has been directed for some time against the 
cellmate of Isaac Gravelle in the penitentiary. 
Gravelle was released from the state prison 
three months ago, and soon after he obtained 
his freedom the Northern Pacific officials re- 
ceived the first letter demanding $25,000. 

That letter, it has developed, was written 
by a convict in the penitentiary named Har- 
vey Whitton. Whitton has made a confes- 
sion of the part he took in the plot, and the 
Northern Pacific attorney has in his posses- 


sion certain letters recovered from a satchel 


belonging to Gravelle. 


Proof in Captured Letters. 

These letters, some of which show the 
handwriting of Gravelle, have’ been com- 
pared with the writing of the letters sent by 
the biackmailers, and it is claimed the writ- 
ing In some cases is similar. The story of 
the confession of Convict Whitton is in effect 
that he wrote the first letter addressed to 
Supt. Boyle demanding $25,000, and that the 
letter Was written in the penitentiary. It is 
supposed to have been carried out by Gravelle 
when he was discharged and mailed at Butte. 
Whitton not only implicates Gravelle but 
another convict whose name is not disclosed. 
The second letter, in which $50,000 de- 
clared the least sum with which the black- 
mailer@ would be gatisfied, was written in 
Butte by Gravelle. 


Prisoners Sought Pardons. 

According to the statement, Gravelle was 
ihe executive agent of the plot, being the 
only one of the trio free to harass the rail- 
way company with giant explosives. He was 
to receive $80,000 as a reward, while the re- 
tuaining $20,000 was to be used to secure 
pardons from the governor for the two pris- 
oners. It is known a woman is implicated to 
some extent in the plot, although her con- 
nection may be extremely distant. This 
woman lives in Bozeman and she is the 
agent through whom Whitton hoped to se- 
cure his pardon. Her name was found among 
the papers taken from Gravelle’s satchel. 


300 STUDENTS IN A RIOT: 
BREAK UP FOOTBALL GAME. 


Many Are Injured in Fray at Lexington, 
Ky., Before Professors and Older Boys 
Take a Hand «nd Restore Peace. 


Lexington, Ky., Oct. 23.—An incipient riot 
resulted from a football game between the 
second teams of the state, college and of 
Kentucky university on the latter's field this 
afternoon, breaking up the game without 
either side scoring. Fully 300 students, in- 
cluding the first teams of both colleges, were 
mixed up in the affray: A dozen boys re- 
ceived black eyes and abrasions of the skin, 
but beyond that no damage was done.

Smart Set Not Entitled to 


Kentuckian Says There Is No 
Peril Yet to That Class Upon 
Which Nation Counts.

No. Mr. Watterson’s society is made up of 
the sturdy men and women who have bullt 
up the nation and who continue to be its 
backbone, and he says he sees no danger to 
the real society in the doings of the self- 
styled smart set until monkey dinners be- 
come more general than they have so far. 

In his discussion of society as he counts it, 
Mr. Watterson said: 

“Tf any one has come here this evening 
under the impression that he or she would 
be regaled by any pretended revelations, by 
any startling dissertations and exhilarating 
diatribes touching that curious exhalation of 
polite society known as the smart set—some- 
times calling itself the swagger set-I am 
afraid that I shall disappoint. his, or her, ¢x- 
pectation. Anyhow, and in the beginning, I 
must foresta!! that misimpression. I have no 
story to tell, no mystery toreveal. Assured- 
ly, I am not a crusader, either as to man- 
ners or morals. 

“Something over a year ago a most la- 
mentable tragedy, taking for its scene the 
vestibule of the temple of fashion-—the sanc- 
tom sanctorum of the 400—led me in the line 
of my duty as a writer for the press to say 
some exceeding plain and, it may have been 
thought, some harsh, things about the nou- 
veaux riches—the idle rich, the God forget- 
ting, world defying, pleasure seeking rich— 
who set themselves as a law unto them- 
selves, who submit to no restraints except 
those fixed by nature and the surgeon's knife, 
who have no intellectual perspective except 
that the longest purse brings down the big- 
gest titles; nor rule of conduct except that 
impelling them to eat, drink, and be merry, 
for tomorrow it may be some one else's turn. 
a code which, I am told, became altogether 
the rage in Babylon some centuries ago. : 


Monkey as Society Type. 

“Their society? Has Caliban grace? Is 
Tom Thumb manhood? Must the money and 
the swell be accepted as interchangeable 
types, as alternating measurements of 
human breeding and beauty? Indeed, one 
would think so, reading some of the reports 
that come to us from the inner circles of 
that apotheosis of boredom, that incarnation 
of stupidity and affectation, which takes its 
cue from Leicester square and the Corinthi- 
an club in London—which emulates the demi- 
mondaine of Paris—which eddies round the 
abodes of luxury and alimony at Newport, 
and thinks no more of running down an ordi- 
nary pedestrian in its automobile than you 
and I would think of brushing away a spider 
or a fly. 

“Sursum Corda! lift up your hearts! I 
at least have never wasted many thoughts 
cr nursed any serious fears about such cat- 
tle, nor shall I do so until monkey dinners 
become as popular in Pennsylvania as they 
seem to be in Rhode Island. 


Wealth Not the Real Test. 

“TI know that in each of our centers of 
population and wealth there isa little coterie 
of silly women and simpering Johnnies which 
would imitate the imitators, but they are too 
shallow and too scattered to make much 
headway against society, and by society I 
mean not merely those who by their char- 
acter, their genius, and their good fortune 
have earned the right to dwell In great houses 
without the suspicion of the ostentatious dis- 
play of wealth—to have picture gaileries and 
libraries, and horses and carrjages, and, if 
they please, yachts and automobiles—but be- 
hind them that great army of the well bred 
and well to do, that noble American com- 
monalty, clean of birth and clear of grit— 
those cultivated men and women who live 
without scandal and travel without ad- 
venture; not rich, indeed, but quite able to 
pay as they go; the rose and expectancy of 
true manhood and womanhood, the buttress 
and bell tower of our free republic.”

CITY WOMEN UNWILLING 
TO TRY LIFE ON A FARM. 


Mrs. Robert J. Burdette Says They 
Would Be Driven Insane by the Mo- 
notony of RuralLife. 


Why the shop girls of Chicago and New 
York will decline the proposition of the Kan- 
sas farmers to go west and do housework 
was told yesterday by Mrs. Robert J. Bur- 
dette, vice president of the National Federa- 
tion of Woman's Clubs. 

The efforts of the superintendent of the 
state employment bureau of the Sunflower 
state to win the working women from the 
crowded centers to life on the farm are 
doomed to failure, Mrs. Burdette believes. A 
similar conclusion was reached last spring 
by the publishers of a leading rural journal 
which offered inducements to men and women 
to go to the country. Hundreds of men re- 
plied before one woman reported. 

“Tl wish with all my hear: that the girls 
would forsake the counters, the machines, 
and the mills for the green fiel4s of the 
country,” Mrs. Burdette said at the Audi- 
torium hotel. “* They are living unhealthy 
existences, in hopeless and soul contracting 
surroundings. If they could be induced to 
make their homes where they could see 
God's sky and feel God's sunshine and could’ 
gaze on the beautiful landscapes of the rural 
districts, it would be a blessing to them. 

‘This prospect, however, does not tempt 
them. They dread the Isolation. They 
would rather remain with their companions 
in the city. 

“It has been found that a large percent- 
age of the people who have become insane 
in California are women who have been liv- 
ing on the great ranches. This is an extreme 
case, but it illustrates the point. The hus- 
band goes to town occasionally with a load 
of wheat. The wife stays at home. The iso- 
lation and the use of liquor is responsible for 
the mental breakdown of the women. ; 

“So many of the city girls have no re- 
sources in themselves. Left alone they can 
find nothing with which to occupy their 
minds. This explains why they cannot en- 
dure the solitude of the farm.”

STEERAGE COLONIES A MENACE 


TO NATION’S SECURITY. 3 


Frank P. Sargent, Commissioner Gen- 
eral of Immigration, Declares That 
Tendency of Poor Foreigners to 
Seek Homes in Great Centers of 
Population Is One of Gravest Dan- 
gers to the Physical, Moral, and Pe- 
litical Safety of the United States.

Washington, D. C., Oct. 23.—[Special.]— 
‘The colonizing of alien communities in our 
great cities is a menace to the physical, so- 
cial, moral,:and political security of the 
country.” 

Such is the note of warning sounded by 
Frank P. Sargent, commissioner general of 
immigation, in his annual report. He calls 
attention to the fact that the steerage immi- 
vration to the United States is rapidly ap- 
proaching 1,000,000 a year, and that a large 
proportion of these aliens, most of them Trom 
the dregs of the population of Europe, seek 
homes in the large cities, remaining in ignor- 
ance of the great opportunities for making 
homes in the country. 


: Near the Million Mark. 

For the fiscal year 1908 the steerage tm- 
migration to the United States was 857,046, 
an increase of 208,308, or 32 per cent, over the 
previous year. The 857,046 immigrants 
brought with them $16,117,513 in cash. Of 
the total number 185,667 could neither read 
nor write. 

Mr. Sargent urges that steps be taken to 
agate ah large alien colonies in the big cities. 

e says: 

** Removed from the sweat shops and slums 
of the great cities and given the opportunity 
to acquire a home, every alien, however 
radical his theories of government and in- 
dividual right may have been, will become 
a conservative—a supporter in theory and 
practice of.those institutions under whose 
benign protection he has acquired and can 
defend his household goods, 

“ Suitable legislation is therefore strongf¥ 
urged to establish agencies by means of 
which, either with or without the codpera- 
tion of the states, aliens shall be made ac- 
quainted with the resources of the country 


| at large, the industrial needs of the various 


sections, in both skilled and unskilled labor, 
the cost of living, the wages paid, and the 
price and capabilities of the lands. 


Suitable Legislation Urged. 

Commissioner Sargent, in view of the ar- 
rival of approximately 1,000,000 immigrants 
annually, urges that legislation be enacted 
to improve the quality, morally and intel- 
lectually, of those admitted. 

The report indicates a marked improve- 
ment in the enforcement of the complex and 
strongly resisted Chinese exclusion laws. 
The commissioner expresses confidence that 
the efforts of the bureau to enforce these 
laws will prove much more successful than 
they have proved at any time heretofore. | 


DOCTORS BEGIN A CRUSADE © 
ON PISTOLS AND FIREWORKS. 


Mississippi Valley Medical Association 
Urges Nation to Check Fourth of 


Louisville, Ky., Oct. 23.—[Special.]—Dr. H. 
BE. Tuley, secretary of the Mississippi Valley 
Medical association, has made public the 
following resolutions recently adopted by 
that association, favoring the enactment of 
laws against the sale of toy pistols and fire- 
works: 

Whereas, More than 400 deaths from tetanus oc- 
curred followtng the fourth of July celebration 
of 1908, the great majority of which might have 
been prevented had proper precautions been taken: 

Resolved, That this association urges the enforce- 
ment of existing laws regarding the sale of toy 
pistols and other dangerous toys, and the enact- 
ment of laws by the nation, states, and municipali- 
ties prohibiting the manufacture and sale of toy 
pistols, blank cartridges, dynamite canes and caps, 
ecannen crackers, etc. 

The resolutions urge the open treatment 
of all wounds, however insignificant, in 
which from the nature or environment there 
is any risk of tetanus; the immediate use of 
tetanus anti-toxin in all cases of fourth of 
July wounds, or wounds received in barn- 
yards, gardens, or other places where teta- 
nus infection is likely to occur; and, asa for- 
lorn hope, the injection of tetanus anti-toxin 
after tetanus symptoms have appeared.

is. I predict that the people of Ohio have 
yet to discover in their next governor the re- 
markable capacity for discussing economic 
questions which will be manifested in all his 
state papers. Tom Johnson, as everybody 
knows, is a disciple of Henry George, and the 
single tax idea is rapidly becoming the chief 
issue in the campaign, in spite of all the 
efforts of the democratic managers to pre- 
vent it. . 
Wages War on Single Tax. , 
Col. Herrick’s business methods are ad- 
mirably adapted to expose the single tax 
fallacies;.and he seems, more than most pub- 
lic men I‘ have met, to have recognized the 
great fact that the Henry George and single 
tax theories have been propagated among a 
certain class of the people to an extent which 
the politicians have not recognized. I have 
recently been convinced that Henry George 
is likely to be the next national issue, if the 
Bryan element of democracy can by any 
means control the convention. é 

As a farmer’s boy, therefore, Col. Herrick 
understands how to appeal to the farmer, 
and to show him that the single tax contem- 
viates solely a tax upon land, which means 
in the long run the confiscation of the farm, 
government ownership, and the payment of 
_rent to the government by the farmer. 

It is in the development of this natural re- 
sult of an absurd land theory. that Col. Her- 
rick is particularly strong, and in his 
speeches, as well as in an open letter to the 
public, published today, he shows a grasp 
of this great question which is scarcely ex- 
celled by any other man in public life, The 
plainness of his speech, the illumination of 
his honest smile, and the knowledge of the 
modes of thought In a farmer community 
make him a much more powerful campaigner 
than the most finished orator could be, and 
while he will not be solely responsible for it, 
of course, and while his political success is 
largely because of the fact that he seized 
upon a remarkable opportunity, his election 
by'a majority of at least 75,000 votes is ad- 
mitted by every one. 

As a matter of, course this campaigning 
journey through the country has developed 
the fact that the new governor has a com- 
‘paratively limited acquaintance with the 
actual voters of the state. His trip there- 
fore is largely for the purpose of making their 
acquaintance, and I notice he does this even 
better than Senator Hanna, to whom it is 
more of an old story, and who, while he is 
acquainted with all the workers, does not 
bubble over to any great degree in receiving 
the rank and file.

Visits Home of His Childhood. 


When the campaigning party visited the 
little town of Wellington, where Col. Herrick 
was born, there was an immediate revival of 
old stories, and the extent to which memories 
crowded upon this successful man is evi- 
denced by the fact that he broke down com- 
pletely when called upon to address an audi- 
ence of his old chums, now grown to man- 
hood, and it was a considerable length of 
time before he could trust himself to speak 

without tears running down his cheeks, thus 

causing a commotion which would have been 
a scandal in a directors’ room of any harda- 
fisted savings bank in the world. 

Down in Bull hollow there is still standing 
what is known as the Herrick schoolhouse, 
because the Herrick family lived thereabouts, 
and the colonel’s father was a prominent 
farmer, not overburdened with prosperity, 
a enjoying the confidence of the commu- 
nity. 

“We had a teacher whose name was Lew- 
is,’" said the colonel, in a reminiscent mood, 
as he looked out of the window upon all the 
flaming beauty of the late October forest in 
Ohio. “I remember some trouble we made 
for the poor fellow, merely because he was 
unable to enforce the right kind of discipline.

‘How a Teacher Was Routed. 


“ Acting under the instructions of Ike, the 


skunk hunter, the essence was inserted in 


the schoolroom stove just before the fire was 
lit. When that stove got down to business 
there was something doing in that school- 
room. It took days to get over the effects 
of it, and, of course, in the meantime there 
were no lessons. , 

“And do you know,” said the colonel, “a 
funny thing happened in the case of that 
teacher. There were lots of big boys, grown 
men, who finally decided not to obey the 
teacher, and nothing he could do would re- 
store discipline, so that he was obliged to 
retire from the school.

ALLEGED ROBBERS WOUNDED 
IN PISTOL FIGHT ON TRAIN. 


Police end Three Desperadoes Battle and 
Two of Suspects Are Wounded and 
Captured at Ishpeming, Mich. 


Ispheming, Mich., Oct. 23.—After a, des- 
perate struggle with alleged robbers of the 
Superior postoffice six Ispheming policemen 
wounded and captured two of the trio ona 
train which arrived here at 4 o'clock.

GOSSIP ON ’CHANGE. | 


Markets may go up and down and rumors 
ef war maywtde made anddenied, but the aver- 
age trader is too much interested in the 
“put” and ‘call’ question, and the matter 
of getting back the business which has been 
diverted from the local exchange to Milwau- 
kee to consider any other subject after the 
official close. Wherever a knot of brokers is 
gathered in the general debating hall of the 
membership, the ground floor corridor, these 
days, it is a certainty the subject under dis- 
cussion in some phase of this question, 
Members who were among those most indig- 
nant at the campaign for the suppression of 
trading in privileges in this market because 
an Illinois statutefmakes such trading legal 
in this state, and others who were among the 
first to help build up the trade in privileges 
at Milwaukee, are now most Anxious to have 
this trade stopped.

NEW SCHEDULES FOR CHICAGO. 


Executive Committee of Underwriters’ 
Association Considering a 
Reduction. 


New schedules are under consideration by 
the executive committee of the Chicago Un- 
derwriters’ association which promise a re- 
duction in rates from the higher scale that 
has prevailed since the imposition of the 
per cent advance on a number of importa 
Classes early last year. It is expected that 
the reduction will be 5 per cent on buildings 
and 15 per cent on stocks or that, compared 
with the rates before the 10 and 25 per cent 
advance, the increase will be 5 per cent on 
buildings and 10 per cent on stocks. 

A subcommittee has been at work on the 
ee for several months, assisted by 

anager Glidden of the association, who has 
worked out a plan for the simplification of 
the present schedules which will substitute 
three general tariffs for more than a score 
now in force, 

Some opposition has developed in the execu- 
tive committee to the proposed reduction, 
owing to the heavy losses in Chicago for the 
first half of the year, and when the matter 
comes up in the agsociation for final action 
antagonism is expected from some of the 
companies. A special meeting will be called 
for their consideration when the executive 
committee has acted. 

In New York City a committee of company 
presidents is at work on a reorganization of 
schedules, with a view to reducing rates on 
many lines, but the loss ratio in New York is 
much lower than Chicago's. .

PORTS FROM FARMS. 


Only Difficulty in Marketing Crops 
Comes from Shertage of Osars— 
Wider Inquiry for Rails and Struc- 
tural Steel—Chicage Bank Clear- 
ings Show Gain and Currency Re- 
serves Are Improved—Sales of Local 

Securities Show a Small Decline. 


Dun's review of Chicago trade, asissued by 
R. G. Dun & Co., will say: 

“The position of general trade is one of 
continued steadiness, and is strengthened by 
favorable reports from the agricultural dis- 
tricts showing progress in farm work and 
the reopening of an important branch in the 
steel industry, assuring employment to sev- 
eral thousand men. 

“ Harvesting of the crops is well advanced 
and the only difficulty in marketing is owing 
to deficiency in necessary cars, felt miost 
throughout the southwest. Gain appears in 
the receipts of lkeading products, except 
wheat, which shows disappointing volume. 


/ Active Trade in Merchandise. . 

“Distribution of merchandise remains as 
large as in the corresponding week of last 
year and consumption exhibits little change, 
the buying in ret&il lines being of the best 
and being strong in wearing apparel and 
other necessities. Considerable business in 
staples is handled by jobbers, and the mail 
order houses are tested to the full capacity 
of their working forces. . Labor is fully em- 
ployed, new demands for factory products 
equal expectations, and the freight move- 
ment in all directions is as heavy as hitherto 
noted, 

“Iron and steel materials are not in over- 
supply, and with a wider inquiry for rails 
o3° structural forms there is liberal buying 
of pigiron, many melters taking advantage 
of the lowered price. Lumber moves more 
freely from the mills, and current dealings at 
the yards are seasonably large, with country 
shipments the best. 

Shipments of Grain. 
‘Grain shipments for six days, 4,327,083 


bushels, are 30 per cent under previous week, 
but largely in excess ofa yearago.

-plated*at Minnesota lumber mills. Western 


traffic facilities are proving inadequate, the 
distribution of merchandise being enormous 
at the interior, and, taking the country as a 
whole, conditions may be considered fairly 
satisfactory, although there are indisputable 
evidences that abnormal activity has re- 
ceived a check. 

“Jobbing trade has become more qulet 
with the advancing season, and at many 
points the weather is not calculated to main- 
tain buying of wearing apparel at retall. 
Gross earnings of the rallways thus far re- 

orted for October surpass last year’s by 

.2 per cent. 


Reduction in Pig Iron Figure 

“ Another general reduction in quotations 
of pig iron has come, notwithstanding the 
restriction of output, and a movement is on 
foot to further reduce production unless busi- 
ness improves. 

“ Efforts are being made to secure foreign 
trade, with fair prospects! of success, par- 
ticularly in several Hines for machinery and 
other high class products. 

“A little encouragement was given to the 
textile Industry by the placing of moderate 
orders for grown sheetings to be exported, 
but this Chinese business is of a special na- 
ture and not a revival of regular trade for 
the east. Otherwise the cotton goods market 
is without feature. As to woolens and wor- 
steds, a slight increase in orders is noted. 

“Failures this week numbered 279 in the 
United States, compared with 239 last year, 
and in Canada 26, against 22 a year ago.” 


As Viewed by Bradstreet’s. 

Bradstreet’s tomorrow will say: 

“The week's developments have favored 
an increase in the conservatism which has 
ruled in many lines for some time. Buying 
is not so confident, and smaller quantities 
are taken than a year ago at this time. 
Actual needs, which after all are large, and 
not speculative feeling, dominate demand. 
Good and poor reports combine to give an 
appearance of irregularity to general trade 
as a& whole. Railway gross earnings are 
more moderate than earlier in the year, but 
still reflect good gains in the volume of traffic 
over year ago. Car shortages are not com- 
plained of much outside the lumber trade. 

“ Seasonal shutdowns of outside work on 
railroad improvements, suspensions of tron 
furnaces and copper, coal, and iron ore mines, 
have rendered many thousands of persons 
idle. On the other hand, the long standing 
curtailment of cotton mills is becoming a 
thing of the past, and some shutdown steel 
mills have resumed. 


Grocery Trade Is Active. 


“ The grocery trade is apparently active the 
country over, with coffees showing most 
strength. The shoe trade, too, is active, 
though mild weather curtails demand in some 
sections. Colder weather is needed to stimu- 
late retail demand for dry goods and heavy 
clothing. 

“The iron and stee] trades.do not show 
much if any change. Prices are weak. Pig 
iron, sales are of small lots to fill hand to 
mouth demand, and talk of a 40 per cent in- 
stead of a 25 per cent cut in furnace produc- 
tion is heard. 

“ Wheat, including flour, exports for the 
week ending Oct. 22 aggregate 4,265,080 bush- 
els, against 2,565,610 last we ek, 7,060,137 this 
week last year, 4,952,124 in 1901, and 4,082,978 
in 14900. Corn exports for the week aggregate

NEW FRANCHISE FAR OFR, 


ALDERMEN LESS CONFIDENT . OF 
EARLY TRACTION GRANT. 


Council Commitee on Local Trans- 
pertation Meets Today, but “Mem- 
bers Are Not Hopeful of Doing Much 
—Mr. Mavor Says Company in Re- 
ceiver’s Hands Must Get on a Sound- 
er Basis Before It Can Accede te De- 
mands of the City. 


The council committee on local transporta- 
tion meets at 10 o'clock this morning to con- 
sider both the Union Traction ané City rail- 
way cases, but the members are not ovéer- 
confident that much progress will be made. 
The City rallway company's ordinance is 
not yet ready to be reported out of the sub- 
committee, and the Internal troubles of the 
Union Traction company make the aldermen 
doubtful of being able to accomplish much — 
under present conditions. 

*“ There are so many @iffictlties in the way 
of a settlement of the Union Traction case 
that I do not see what we are going to do 
about it,” said Ald. Mavor yesterday. “ Out- 
side of the questions raised before the cor- 
poration counsel as to the authority of the 
receivers and their counsel to act, and 
whether a franchise would go to the Union 
Traction or its undertying companies, sup. 
posing one were granted, there is the fnan- 
clal tangle to be worked out before the com- 
pany can accede to what the city will ask. 

“It looks to us ag if the company would 
have to put itself on a sounder financial 
basis before anything can be done. The 
present management, of course, is trying te 
give some value to a lot of now valueless 
securities, but even if. the city were to heip 
it it is difficult to see how it can be done. 
There is a lot of stuff which will have to be » 
wiped out before the company will beincon- 
dition to treat with anyone.” 

Asked if the subcommittee on franchises 
of which he is chairman woulédrepofrt out the 
Chicago City railway ordinance today, the 
alderman answered: 

“It is not certain, but it does not look as 
if it would. Negotiations with the company 
are not entirely completed yet, and there are 
a number of things in the Chicago City or- 
dinance which cannot be settled without the 
consent of the Union Traction company, 
notably the transfer question and the rear- 
rangement of the downtown joops.”’ 

It was announced that J. 8. Auerbach 
would return with Receiver R. R. Govin from 
New York on Mosday. 


NEW RAILWAY TO COAST 
HAS POWERFUL BACKING. 


Gould Interests and Others Deny Re- 
sponsibility and Some Now Suspect 
the Moores of Being the Sponsors. . 


The Gould interests, it is stated by promi- 
nent Gould people, have no connection with 
either the Western Pacific scheme or Moffat’s 
Denver, Northwestern, and Pacific project, 
notwithstanding the reports from New York 
to the contrary. 

Burlington officials also claim that their 
road has no control, present oF prospective, 
over either the Moffat road or the Western 
Pacific, and furthermore that the Burlington 
does not contemplate the construction of a 
line to the Pacific coast. Denial is also made 
by the Milwaukee and St. Paul officials of the 
report that they propose to extend their line 
to the Pacific coast. 

The query therefore is, Who is backing’ 
those two western undertakings, involving 
the construction of over 1,300 miles of road, 
crossing two mountain chains heretofore con- 
sidered impassable? Moffat’s Denver, North- 
western and Pacific is working ahead toward 
the summit of the Rocky mountains and 400 
1 miles of the road are. practically completed. 
The Western Pacific is spending large sums of 
money for terminals on San Francisco bay, 
and an officer of the company declares that 
the entire line will be completed and through 
trains in operation between Denver and San 
Francisco within two years. 

Western railroad managers are beginning to 
think that the Moore brothers may ultimately 
admit responsibility for the new transconti- 
nental undertakings. 


Raise Rates to Home Seekers. 


The transcontinental lines at their meeting 
here yesterday decided, subject to the ap- 
proval of absent lines, to advance home- 
seekers’ excursion rates from one fare plus 
$2 for the round trip to one fare and a third 
for the round trin. It was also decided that 
colonist rates hereafter be confined to shorter 
periods than heretofore—two months in the 
spring and one month in the fall.

CONTROLLER RIDGELY’S ASSURANCES. 

The hopeful assurances of Controller 
Ridgely to the bankers’ convention now in 
session in San Francisco come with grateful 
timeliness just now, when some trust banks 
and companies which have risked their 
funds upon unmarketable collateral have 
gone to the wall. Controller Ridgely is not 
surprised in the least that these banks have 
collapsed and securities have tumbled. He 
is gratified, however, that the country has 
stood it all so well, and that there has been 
“no panic, so little trouble, and so few 
failures.” This, he declares, demonstrates 
“the inherent strength of our conditions 
and the absolute confidence in our currency 
and government finances.” 

The prosperity of the country, as the con- 
troller says, is not going to disappear be- 
cause of a slump in stocks or the collapse 
of a few underwriting syndicates. Thereis,. 
as the report of the currency committee to 
the convention states, more real money in 
the United States than at any previous 
period in our history, and no scarcity of 
money, including United States and national 
bank notes, to meet any legitimate demands 
of business. 

The speculations, promotions, and com- 
binations of the ,Jast two or three years 
have been incidental to the national pros- 
perity. Prosperity is likely to make san- 


‘guine people oversanguine and reckless peo- 


ple overreckless, and likewise makes them 
all the easier prey of the not overscrupulous. 
Action and 
reaction are equal. The reaction in the end 
will prove itselfhealthy, and the liquidation 
will only injure those who have waded in 
beyond their depth, The general business 
of the country is sound. The business of 
Wall street has become clogged with “ indi- 
gestible securities.” Indigestion often caus- 
es collapse. In most cases it takes time 
and care to overcome its effects. The col- 
lapses which have already occurred were 
pretty serious, but the fact that they have 
not caused any injury outside the particular 
cases is a most encouraging omen. Wall 
street may be nervous and occasionally 
hysterical as the result of the process of 
liquidation, but the general business of the 
country is. not being liquidated. It is 
healthy and its digestion is excellent. It 
Warrants the controller’s hopeful words: 
“The way business has stood the decline in 
ytocks is an evidence of strength, not weak- 
bess. There may be, and doubtless will be, 
some hesitation and curtailing of business 
as the result, but there is no occasion to be 
hysterical about it. We should keep cool, 


and, where our calm judgment approves, be 


bold and courageous. If we have been too 
hopeful, do not let us all at once become too 
pessimistic.” 


PATRIOT OR TRAITOR? 

Was William Edward Hartpole Lecky, 
who died yesterday, a patriot or a traitor 
when, in 1886, he deserted Gladstone and 
sey rule to follow Chamberlain and union- 
sm ? 

In 1861 Mr. Lecky had published a book 
called “ Leaders of Public Opinion in Ire- 
land.” In this book he, an Irishman and a 
student of Irish history, had expressed the 
opinion that the act which united Ireland 
to England in 1800 was a mist®ke. He had 
also said that the fundamental cause of 
Irish discontent was a justifiable spirit of 
Dationalism. In 1871, in revision. of 
“ Leaders of Public Opinion,” Mr. Lecky 
had mitigated the oratory of the earlier 
edition but had still emphasized national 
feeling. How was it, then, that when Mr. 
Gladstone was about to give nationa! feel- 
ing full scope for its broad pinions, Mr. 
Lecky, confronted with a practical question 
instead of an academic speculation, joined 
Chamberlain in saying that nationa] pinions 
ught still to be clipped and bound, and that 
© imperial destifiy of the subjects of 
mueen Victoria ought not to be jeopardized 
by the alienation of any part of the empire? 

The answer is to be found in Mr. Lecky’s 
own writings. Mr. Lecky was an individu- 
alist and a rationalist, thongh an Irishman. 
As an Irishman he regretted the act of union 
in 1800, bat as an individualist and a ra- 
tionalist he disliked the home rule party of 
1886. He thought that the home rule party 
had become socialistic. This offended his 
individualism. He thought that the home 
rule party had gone over to the priests. 
This offended his rationalism, And when 
to the socialists and to the priests you added 
the Fenian rioters, Mr. Lecky’s knees began 
to shake, his national spirit oozed from his 
finger tips, and he scurried over to the union- 
ist camp. : 

Throughout his later essays he says, time 
@nd again, that the home rule party was 
“ ultra-democratic,” that it not repre- 
pent “the loyalty, the preperty, and es- 
pecially the landed property of Ireland,” 


* that it was endeavoring to subvert “ these 


fundamental rights of property which it is 
® main end of all government to secure,” 
and that it had “a total disregard for the 


conditions on which all individual liberty 
and all security of property must rest.” 

Spurred on by these opinions, Mr. Lecky 
would have been untrue to himself if, in 
1886, he had allowed his love of Ireland as 
a nation to interfere with his comprehension 
of the best interests of Irishmen as individ- 
uals. He would have liked to see Ireland 
free, but he felt that the Irish home/rule 
party would have thrown Ireland into an- 
archy. His standing as an Irishman must 
be determined on these grounds. 


THE CAPITAL V8. LABOR CONTROVERSY. 
Tiere are probably 200,000 members of 
labor unions in Chicago. Of these the adult 
males are about 175,000. The proportion 
of adult males to the whole population of 
‘Chicago is almost exactly one to four. In 
union circles the same‘ ratio, presumably, 
obtains. Therefore the “ union families ” 
in Chicago, meaning families where the 
wage earners are union men, aggregate 
about 700,000 souls. These 700,000 are, 
almost without exception, heartily devoted 
to and sincere believers in the cause of 
trades unionism. 
| Not only because of their constantly re- 
curring wage disputes with their employers, 
not only because of the oppression of such 


more particularly because of the charges of 
such men as Parry and the flood of denun-. 
ciation of unionists as “* anarchists, socia)- 
ists, ruffians, blackguards,” constantly 
poured out upon them by certain newspa- 
pers, union labor pretty generally dislikes 
and distrusts capital. a 

If there are 700,000 who belong to union 
families in Chicago there must be 1,300,000 
who do not belong to such families. The 
great majority of these are small shopkeep- 
ers, clerks, professiona! men, bookkeepers, 
agents, solicitors, servants, and their fami- 
lies. The very rich, the employers of much la- 
bor, are in this category—also the very poor, 
the slums and lees of the city. This class, 
80 or 90 per cent of it, dislikes and distrusts 
labor unions. It seems true of unionism 
that “he that is not for it is against it.” 
The hostility partly grows out of the ex- 
cesses of unions which have abused their 
growing power, and partly because of sym- 
pathetic and unnecessary strikes. The 
700,000 union population cannot be classed 
as “ anarchists, socialists, blackguards, and 
ruffians.” Undoubtedly there are such in 
their ranks, but in a small minority. Nor 
must they be confused with the “ sub- 
merged tenth.” That were a great error. 
The submerged tenth is made up of the 
idle, the ignorant, and the vicious—of rag- 
pickers, beggars, thieves, sweatshop work- 
ers, scavengers—all nonunion. The 700,000 
are a quite different lot. They are generally 
respectable, hard working, proud of their 
children, and ambitious for them. The gen- 
erality of them do not mix in labor politics 
any more than the generality of citizens mix 
in politics. They often elect unscrupulous 
and corrupt leaders. So do other citizens. 
The people of this city are beginning to 
wake up to the folly of putting grafters in 
office. So will the body of union men if they 
are wise. : 

On the other side, the average employer is 
a good American. There are pirates iu his 
ranks, to be gure, but it is not fair to judge 
him by the minority. If fairly dealt with, 
he will deal fairly. Besides, and this it ‘s 
important to remember, neither employer 
-nor workingman is an hereditary caste ip 
this country. Shifting from one side to the 
other is going on perpetually. The greatest 
prizes in America, of all sorts, are open to 


again becomes the employer of tomorrow. 
_ There is a frequently quoted but ever 
quotable passage of Shakspeare. It is 
Shylock’s speech to Salarino: 

Hath not a Jew eyes? Hath not a Jew hands, 
organs, dimensions, senses, affections, passions, 
fed with the same food, hurt with the same 
weapons, subject to the same diseases, healed by 
the same means, warmed and cooled by the same 
winter and summer, as a Christian is? If you 
prick us, do we not bleed? If you tickle us, do we 
not laugh? If you poison us, do we not die? And 
if you wrong us, do we not revenge? 

We submit this passage to both sides of 
the capital versus labor controversy. We 
would have capital read in place of the word 
Jew the word “ unionist,” and have labor 
read in the same place the word,“ em- 
ployer.” The thing with such slight altera- 
tion is even worth reading twice. 

The union and the nonunion population 
of this and other cities will have to go on 
living side by side. No catastrophe could 
possibly wipe out one side without including 
the other. Rivalry there will continue to 
be. Business men competing for the same 
business, workingmen competing for the 
same jobs are rivals, but they exhibit no 
hatred for each other, and often are warm 
personal friends. This is because these 
various rivals observe in their rivalries their 
codes of honor, and are confident they are 
being played fair, as they play fair. 

The first necessity for mutual respect is 
the observance of the promise. Unions 
which violate agreements are enemies to 
their own cause by bringing down upon 
themselves well merited contempt. The 
word should be as inviolable in commer- 
cial rivalry as the white flag or the red cross 
on the battlefield. When honor becomes 
sacred, and the word means what it says, a 
long step will have been taken toward bet- 
ter things. Another advance would be the 
more cautious use of the sympathetic strike. 
It is not right to make one employer suffer 
because another is, or is said to be, doing 
wrong. If employers leave their fellows to 
fight their own battles, unions should do 
the same. If the employers he!p each other 
win local fights, then unions will contintie to 
do so, too. Another step will be’ the one 
advocated by President Roosevelt—pub- 
licity. When employers and workingmen 
fall out over their respective shares of 
profits, it will simplify matters to have it 
known what those profits are. 

Rivals, capital and labor will remain. But 
enemies they need not be. And when the 
necessary fights are being settled, let the 
rules of civilized warfare be observed.

The behavior of the Dunning vis- 
itors is not such as to prove that what we 
are pleased to call sanity is much superior 
to what we are pleased to call lunacy.

LETTER OF MARQUISE DE FONTENOY

OUNG Lord Ninian Stuart's marriage 
last week to Miss Wood, a footlight 
favorite, is enough to cause his father, 

» the late marquis of Bute, the Lothair 
of Lord Beaconsfield’s novel of that 

name, to turn in his grave. For if there was 
one thing of which the late Lord Bute enter- 
tained a horror it was of the stage and of 
everything connected therewith. He was 


‘probably the most deeply religious member 


of the house of lords, and took a serious view 
of life, devoting a considerable portion of his 
vast wealth to the building of churches and 
cathedrals and to the restoration and endow- 
ment of convents and monasteries, manifest- 
ing a pronounced taste for matters ecclesias- 
tical. It may be remembered that his con- 
version to the Roman Catholic church was 
brought about by the famous Mgr. Capel, who 
figures in ‘‘ Lothair”’ as Mgr. Catesby, and 
who for the last fifteen or twenty years has 
made his home on the Pacific coast of this 


country. 


Lord Ninian, like his elder brother, the 
present marquis of Bute, talks the most 
fluent Welsh, and they are I imagine the only 
scions of the British nobility to possess any 
knowledge of that jawbreaking and fright- 
fully difficult language. They are descended 
from ason of King Robert I. of Scotland, and 
among the former Lord Butes was the noble- 
man who was so execrated as the favorite of 
King George III.’s mother, the princess of 
Wales of the day, and who figures in history 
as the statesman mainly responsible for the 
troubles between England and her American 
colonies, which culminated in the war of in- 
dependence and in the foundation of the 
United States. 

Young Lord Bute being unmarried, Lord 
Ninian, who is immensely wealthy in his own 
right, is heir to the marquisate and to the 
vast estates which render the present Lord 
Bute one of the greatest landowners in the 
united kingdom, and possession of land al- 
ways carries with it, in Great Britain at any 
rate, corresponding political influence. It is 
curious that whereas the marquis of Bute has 
always been devoted to sports, and resembles 
in personal appearance his mother, Lord 
Ninian, alike in looks, in tastes, and in char- 
acter, should have taken after his father. It 
is that which renders his marriage to the 
young actress so unexpected and startling. 

It is to be feared that the marriage of Lord 
Ninian will, especially if he succeeds to his 
brother’s honors and estates, serve to con- 
tinue the estrangement of his family from 
the court which subsisted throughout the life- 
time of his father, and which originated in 
the now almost forgotten Lady Flora Hast- 
ings incident. Lady Flora was the victim of 
venomous gossip at court, which ascribed the 
tumor, from which it subsequently appeared 
that the young girl was suffering, to other 
causes, and declared that on that account 
she was unfitted any longer to remain as maid 
of honor in attendance upon the at that time 
still unmarried Queen Victoria.. The matter 
developed, not merely into a court scandal 
but into a public one; was made the subject 
of political attacks upon Lord Melbourne, 
then premier and political mentor of the girl 
queen, and not until the court doctors and 
the leading medical authorities of the day 
had furnished a certificate as to the char- 
acter of Lady Flora's malady, did the scandal 
come to an end. 


The treatment to which Lady Flora was 
subjected throughout the matter by the 
court, and particularly by the duchess of 
Kent, mother of Queen Victoria, was never 
forgotten or forgiven by the family of Lady 
Fiora Hastings, who died about three months 
after the demonstration of the falsity of 
the accusations with which she had been as- 
sailed, succumbing, it was said at the time, 
to the mental sufferings which she had un- 
dergone in connection with the affair. 
long before her, death she wrote thé cele- 
brated lines beginning, ‘“‘ Tell me, ye winged 
winds that round my pathway roar.” Lady 
Flora’s sister, who was pasvionately devoted 
to her, was the mother of the late marquis 
of Bute, and It is said that on her death bed 
she caused her then 12 year old son, the late 
marquis of Bute, to be brpught to her, and 
laid upon him asa sacred legacy the family 
grudge concerning Lady Flora, charging 
him solemnly to hold himself aloof from 
court so long as Queen Victoria should be on 
the throne, and to take no office or to doany- 
thing to show that he condoned the wrong 
done to that aunt whom he never saw. 
While Queen Victoria was in no ways to 
blame for the treatment of Lady Flora, hav- 
ing been a young and inexperienced gir! stil! 
in her teens at the time, yet the late Lord 
Bute obeyed his mother's injunction and held 
aloof from court throughout his life, which 
came to an end within a few months of that 
of Queen Victoria. 


This mother of the late Lord Bute and her 
sister, Lady Flora Hastings, were themselves 
the daughters of the first marquis of Hast 
ings, the famous governor general of India! 
He died at Malta on the way home from 
India, his wife, Flora Campbell, countess 
of Loudoun in her own right and to whom 
he was most tenderly devoted, being at the 
time in Scotland at Loudoun with their chil- 
dren. 

Finding that it was impossible that his re- 
mains should be conveyed home for burial, 
he directed that his right hand should be cut 
off at the wrist and carried home, that it 
might be placed in the grave where his wife 
would ultimately be entombed. Fourteen 
years afterwards his widow lay dying at 
Loudoun castle. Her daughter, Lady Sophia, 
afterwards marchioness of Bute, sent a little 
note containing a key to the minister of the 
parish. She requested him to go himself to 
the vault in Loudoun kirk and fetch a sma! 
steel box, which he was asked to bring to 
Lady Sophia without any delay, delivering 
it into her own hands. The minister in ques- 
tion was the late Rev. Dr. Norman McLeod, 
for nearly half a century Queen Victoria’s 
principal Scottish chaplain, spiritual adviser, 
and friend, but then a young man. He did 
Lady Sophia's bidding and carried the little 
box to the dying bed of the marchioness of 
Hastings, where it remained resting on the 
bed until she breathed her last, a couple of 
days later, when it was inclosed in her coffin 
according to her own directions and to her 
lord's desire. 

When the late Lord Bute died his heart 
was, in accordance with his testamentary in- 
structions, removed from his body, and, 
while the latter reposes in Scotland, the 
heart, conveyed to Palestine by his daughter, 
Lady Margaret Stuart, is entombed on the 
mount of Olives at Jerusalem. 


One word more about Lord Bute and his 
brother, Lord Ninian. The principal home 
of the family is Mount Stuart, which may 
be described as an Itallfan palace on a Scot- 
tish island, one of the principal features of 
the place being the great marble hall, 100 
feet square, occupying the center of the huge 
building, lined with the most exquisite mar- 
bles, cypolino, emperor’s red, pavonazzo, and 
frosted spar. Round it run four aislés, di- 
vided from it by an arcade of cypolino col- 
umnas, with richly carved capitals of Car- 
rara and arches of gray Sicilian marble. 


The vaulted roof, eighty feet high, is beauti- 


fully painted with figures of the constella- 
tions on a blue ground, the stars being’ pre- 
sented by prismaticcrystals. Over the aisles 
is the great gallery, surrounded by heavily 
gilt bronze railings, copied from Charle 
magne’s tomb at Aix-la-Chapelle. In the 
gardens and woods surrounding this palace, 
which cost more than $5,000,000 to build, are 
large herds of pretty wallabies, or smal! 
kangaroos, perfectly acclimatized. In con- 
clusion,‘ it may be stated that Lord Bute’s 
income is estimated as being in the neighbor- 


hood of $4,000,000 a year.

I 
used to be engineer of a stationary engine, 
and every month each of the boys in the plant 
got his bit from the company that supplied 
the lubricating oil for the engines. If we 
didn’t get the right kind of oil—the kind that 
paid us a monthly dividend—the engines al- 
ways got balled up. Then we laid the blame 
on the poor oil we were ysing. As soon as 
they gave us the dividend paying oil the en- 
gines worked all right again. 

“And the engineer isn’t the only grafter 
optstde of politics. Don't you know that the 
purchasing agent of every large corporation 
in the country tis a grafter, or else is foolish 
enough to turn down a dozen chances a day 
to graft? Take rubber hose and fire appli- 
ances of all kinds. How much do you sup- 
pose is sold without grafting of some kind? 
Not much, I can tell you that.

“*Lecan’t get results with this blamed ink,’ 
answers the pressman. ‘ We ought to have 
the Grafter’s Delight brand.’

A note from Gen. Lee noti- 
fied him that there was a flag of truce be- 
tween Gen. Grant and himself, stopping hos- 
tilities, and that he could communicate that 
fact to the commander of the union forces 
in his front. Gen. Gordon called Col. Green 
Peyton of his staff and directed him to take 
a flag of truce and bear the message to Gen. 
Ord, who commanded, as he supposed. the 
union infantry in his front. To quote from 
Gen. Gordon: 

v' I ordered him to say to the union com- 
mander this, and nothing more: ‘* Gen. Gor- 
don has received notice from Gen. Lee of a 
flag of truce, stopping the battle.’ Col. Pey- 
ton soon informed me that we had no flag 
of truce. I said: ‘ Well, take your handker- 
chief and tie that on astick, and go.’ He felt 
in his pockets and said: ‘General, I have 
no handkerchief.’ 

“*Then tear your shirt, sir, and tie that 
to a stick.’ 

“ He looked at his shirt, and then at mine, 
and said: | 

“* General, I have on a flannel shirt, and 
I see you have. I don’t believe there is a 
white shirt in the army.’ 

“*Get something, sir,’ I ordered. 
something ‘and go!’ 

“ He secured a rag of some sort and rode 
rapidly away in search of Gen. Ord.”’ 

He did not find Ord, but he found Sheridan 
and returned to Gen. Gordon, accompanied 
by an officer of “ strikingly picturesque ap- 
pearance. This union officer was slender and 
graceful and a superb rider. He wore his 
hair long, falling almost to his shoulders.”’ 
Galloping up'to Gen. Gordon, who was sitting 
on his horse, he saluted him “ with faultless 
grace and courtesy,” and said: 

“I am Gen. Custer, and bear a message to 
you from Gen, Sheridan. The general desires 
me to present to you his compliments, and 
to demand the immediate dnd unconditional 
surrender of all the troops under your com- 
mand.” Gen. Gordon replied: “ You will 
please, general, return my compliments to 
Gen. Sheridan,»and say to him that I shall 
not surrender my command.”’ 

“He directs me to say to you, general, if 
there is any hesitation about your surrender, 
that he has you surrounded and can anni- 
hilate your command in an hour.”’ 

Sheridan was soon seen approaching under 
the protection of a white flag. He was ac- 
companied by a mounted escort and rode an 
enormous, handsome horse. As he ap- 
proached Gen. Gordon a half-witted fellow 
by the latter’s side raised his gun to shoot 
Sheridan. Gordon caught the gun and told 
the man with emphasis that he must nof shoot 
men under flag of truce. He at once pro- 
tested: “ Well, general, let him stay on. his 
own side.” 

Gen. Gordon says: “I did not tell Gen. 
Sheridan of his narrow escape. Had he known 
the facts—that this weak-minded but strong 
hearted confederate private was one of the 
deadliest of marksmen—he probably would 
have realized that I had saved his life.”

Sheridan proposed to lend one of his own 


staff. Gordon accepted the offer, and it so’ 


happened that a union officer, Capt. Vander- 
bilt Allen, bore the last order to Gordon’s 
troops, directing them to cease firing, thus 
practically ending the four years’ battle for 
southern independence. 

Gen. Gordon does not hesitate to say of 
Gen. Sheridan that his style of conversation 
and general bearing, while never discour- 
teous, were far less agreeable and pleasing 
than those of any other officer of the union 
army whom.it was ‘his fortune to meet. “I 
do not,”” he says, “recall a word he said 
which I could regard as in any degree offen- 
sive, but there was an absence of that dell- 
cacy and consideration which was exhibited 
by other union officers.” . 


Of Gen. Grant, on the occasion of Lee’s sur- 
“In the pro- 
longed official dnterview there was no trace 
of exultation at his triumph, but that he was 
in word and act the embodiment of manly 
modesty and soldierly magnanimity, and 
that from first to last he was evidently intent 
upon mitigating the bitterness of defeat and 
soothing to the utmost of his ability the 
lacerated sensibilities of his great antag- 
onist.’’ 

And Gen. Gordon adds: “ The exhibitions 
of Gen. Grant’s magnanimity which I ob- 
served during my personal intercourse with 
him tmmediately after the war, later while 
he was president, and when he became a pri- 
vate citizen, are all consistent with the spirit 
manifested by him at the surrender of Lee’s 
army.” 

Gen. Gordon places Grant and Lee side by 
side. “The strong and salutary character- 
istics of both Lee and Grant,” he declares, 
‘“‘ should live in history as an inspiration to 
coming generations. Posterity will find 
nobler and more wholesome incentives in 
their high attributes as men than in their 
brilliant careers as warriors. The lusterofa 
stainless life is more lasting than the fame o 
any soldier.” 


A wholesome, manly book, such as that of 
Gen. Gordon, makes the contrast with a vol- 
ume of Aubrey Beardsley’s writings and illus- 
trations particularly striking. I have before 
me an early copy of Beardsley’s ‘“‘ UNDER 
THE HILL,” which will be published by Mr. 
John Lane early in November. The admirers 
of Beardsley will hail this volume with rap- 
ture, as it contains some unpublished illus- 
trations by him, though the letter press has 
been published before, but not in book form. 
Mr. Lane writes ‘an introdiction to the book 
in which he assures us that the demand for 
Beardsley’s work and the admiration for its 
quality increases with the years. He gives 
in this introduction, or publisher’s note, as 
he calls it, a few random recollections of 
Beardsley’s association with “ The Yellow 
gio f the first volume 

il the publication of the vo 
production, in 1894, 
Beardsley was practically unknown. Ee 
was at this time,” says Mr. Lane, “that 
one morning he, with Mr. Henry Harland and 
myself, during half an hour’s chat over 
our cigarets at the Hogarth club, founded 
the much discussed ‘ Yellow Book.’ Beards- 
ley became art editor, while Mr. Harland 
accepted the post of literary editor.”” The 
appearance of this volume caused a sensa- 
tion which every one interested in such 
things will remember. “‘ There was,” writes 
Mr. Lane, “a universal howl against the 
cover and title page designs, which it will 
be remembered were both the work of Beards- 
ley. 

“ However, the conductors of ‘ The Yellow 
Book’ were nothing daunted and proceeded 
to announce that for each volume in the 
future Mr. Beardsley would ecomplete new 
cover and title page designs. This was an 
entirely fresh idea, and has since been adopt- 
ed by most of the leading illustrated maga- 
zines both in England and America.”

The author 
ef this book seems to have found one of 
the meanings of her life. influences have 
been’ at work’ for years ‘to prepare her for 
just this thing. Her childhood in the ro- 
mantic city of her birth, New Orleans, con- 
tact with people and books in undergraduate 
life at Wellesiey, and a sympathetic knowl- 
edgé of the poor, gained during five years in 
a college settlement, all find expression here. 
The writing of two earlier novels and some 
years of editorial work. have given her that 
verbal skill which is sometimes pleasing 
even without toe companionship of thought, 
and without which thought is helpless. 

Wat Tyler and Jack Straw makea contrast 
alike to King Richard and to the poet Lang- 
land. The needs and the differing desires of 
the poor, and of the people, high and low, are 
distinguished, and so vividly portrayed that 
the sociologist and the politician will do well 
to read the book. To many the memory that 
will remain will be of the light which shone 
upon the dying eyes of the poet and prepared 
them to stand the splendor of heaven—the 
sheen of his daughter’s golden hair and the 
tearful smile of her farewell.

“AIDS TO THE STUDY OF DANTE,” 
by Charles Allen Dinsmore (Houghton, Mif- 
Gin & Co.), is a collection of extracts from 
some of the more important essays relating 
to Dante. The reader who is remote from 
a library often wishes for just such a book, 
one which will: give him’ some idea of a 
dozen different books which must otherwise 
remain mere names to him. The volume 
contains Boccaccio’s life of Dante and ar- 
ticles by James Russell Lowell, Dean Church, 
Charles Bliot Norton, and such other writers 
as Comparetti, Scartazzini, Gardner, and 
Gaspary. These latter names are better 
‘known to Dante scholars than to the gen- 
/eral reader, but they are all important. 
| While it would be easy to suggest additichs, 
chief difficulty, here happily overcome, 
‘has been to keep the volume within reasona- 
ble dimensions. With over 6,000 books re- 
lating to Dante in one American collection, 
‘imagine how big and tiresome this book 
might have been instead of being a real 
help, as it is. 


In the preface to “IRELAND UNDER 
ENGLISH RULE” (G. P. Putnam's Sons)

e fact that learning flourished in Ire- 
land in the middle ages, while England was 
inhabited by people little above the condition 
of savages, is,worthy of emphasis. The 
law abiding character of the Irish people is 
shown by the fact that their primitive judges 
had no power to enforce their decisions, but 
public opinion always compelled obedience. 
The ancient digests known as the Brehon 
laws reveal the high state of civilization in 
early Ireland. 

The rudeness, backwardness, and poverty 
of certain districts in Ireland is shown to 
be the result of English laws, and the curious 
fact is stated that the inhabitants of those 
regions are not men who have never 
emerged from barbarism, but the descend- 
ants of refined and prosperous merchants, 
manufacturers, scholars, and gentry, who 


were driven into those wilds some centuries 
burn make musie now and then above the 


ago. 

No doubt there is something to be said on 
the other side, but it is certain that Ireland 
has suffered much, and it is not likely that 
many Englishmen or Ameficans, unless of 
Irish descent, realize the number and the 
enormity of the offenses which are charged 
up against the English government in its 
treatment of Ireland. That it is not a re- 
ligious question is shown by the large num- 
ber of Irish leaders who have been Protest- 
ants and have been chosen again and again 
to represent Catholics. 

In treating of the last Irish parliament and 
of the union with Great Britain certain facts 
are stated which are not seriously disputed, 
but which are often overlooked. Orfe is that 
the Irish parliament was constituted in such 
a way that it was not at all representative 
of the Irish people. Another is that the 
passage of the act of union was secured by 
bribery. The Irish people did not voluntarily 
abandon their separate existence. 

The funeral of Father O’Growney has re- 
cently been made the occasion of a great 
demonstration in Dublin. He was the au- 
thor of several popular works for studying 
the Irish language. It is indicative of a 
change in the policy of Great Britain to- 
wards Ireland that the use of these books 
is. permitted in the national schools. Dr. 
Emmet tells a different story of the past, but 
he closes, full of hope in the future. 


“TOST MARAMECH AND EARLIEST 
CHICAGO,” by John F. Steward (Fleming 
H. Revell company), is a history of the Fox 
tribe of Indians and an account of their 
downfall near the great village of Maramech 
jn 1730. The name Maramech is akin to 
‘Merrimac, or, rather, is another spelling of 
the same word, and means the spiny stur- 
geon, It is the Indian name of several 
streams or places, but the place in question 
was @ large town near the site of Plano, and 
on thé banks of what is now called the Fox 

river, 
A study of many years, aided by the maps 
and narrations of the French explorers and 
by the use of the spade, has enabled Mr. 
Steward to make a vivid account of the con- 
ditions in which the Foxes lived and died 
and to identify places of importance in their 
history. 


Mr. Poultney Bigelow in the preface to vol- 
ume III. of his “ HISTORY OF THE GER- 
MAN STRUGGLE FOR LIBERTY ” refers 
to several histories of. Germany which have 
no index. Of one of them he says: “Tomy 
mind the publisher guilty of such a book 
should be heavily fined.’’ Yet this volume, 
the last of the three into which his work is 
divided, has no index. The history is cast 
into the form of a series of biographical 
Sketches which, as the author remarks, 
“may prove perplexing now and then be- 
cause of the violent chronological jumps,” 
and still more perplexing because each biog- 
raphy that approaches the year 1848 is lopped 
off ruthlessly at that point, and leaves the 
reader guessing. The probability is that the 
author intends to add another volume, con- 
taining the sequel and the index. There is 
no statement to that effect in the book. In- 
deed, the contrary is stated. But certainly 
the publishers, as well as the author, must 
feel it impossible to leave the book in its 
present fragmentary condition. 

So far as it goes, the volume is full of in 
formation given in a chatty style. The brief 
accounts of Jahn and Reuter and the (unfin- 
ished) sketches ef Blum and Simon may be 
mentioned, among the most entertaining 
chapters. The personal element enters 


largely into the author’s judgments, but the 
colloquial character of the book disarms the 
critic. It is a monologue by. a brilliant 
talker, who is too entertaining to provoke 
objection or controversy, whatever the lis- 
tener’s private opinion.

‘LONDON’S DULL BOOK SEASON. 
Buyers Are So Reluctant That Some Pub- 


lishers Are Holding Back’New Works.

_| LONDON, Oct. 23.—It can hardly be re- 
membered when prospects were so poor in 
the book world within a few weeks of Christ- 
mas, not even during the depressing years of 
‘In fact, the public ‘is’ buying so 
badly that some publishers are holding back 
works which some time ago were really in- 
tended to be put upon the market. It is 
feared that quite a number of minor writers 
of fiction have been bitten severely. 
novel suggestion made by one‘author for the 
formation of a league of authors to restrict 
the output of fiction by pledging themselves 
not to publish more than a certain number of 
books in a given time and allow the public 
to recover from what is characterized as the 
recent “ridiculous flood of fiction.’’ 
proposal, however, remains at present tn the 
suggestive stage.

Hamilton French, is a book unique in its 
idea, and one of the best for leisurely read- 
ing and pleasurable talking over that have 
come out this fall. We remember with what 
enjoyment we used to—we still do—read those 
comfortable, rambling *“‘ Reveries of a Bach- 
elor.”” It has remained for Miss French to 
give us the reveries of an old maid, for most 
of the book is just that—dreams and opinions, 
héw cleverly and warmly expressed, and ob- 
servations on péople, on incidents, on habits.

Cake bits and crumbs can be used in making 
various custard mixtures and cabinet pud- 
dings and for the foundation of trifies, 
creams, etc. Many pudding bits are trans- 
formed and can be used again simply by the 
addition of a thin custard, which is poured 
over them. Stale bread and cake, a little 
jelly, a half cup of preserved or fresh fruit, 
one orange, a few chopped nuts, these,and 
other morsels are invaluable to the thought- 
ful cook. Keeping the amounts of cream, 
gelatine, etc., the same, a cup of crushed ber- 
ries will often make as good Bavarian cream 
as the two cupfuls or more usually called for. 
Again, a mixture of berries may often be 
used when there is not enough of one kind, 
especially in making jellies. Long live the 
cook who understands left overs.

- There comes a time during the week, even 
in careful housekeeping, when there is an 
accumulation of little things, a few olives, 
a slice or two of beets, perhaps two or three 
pieces of cooked carrot, a cold potato, a tiny 
little bit of cooked fish, or cold meat. These 
may all be utilized.

Little bits of fruit, crisp pieces of celery, 
cold meats of all kinds, may be chopped, sea- 
soned, and used for making t, vegetable, 
and meat sandwiches. 

String beans, cauliflower, carrots, beets, 
peas,.and even a Gold boiled potato may all 
be cut up together and served on lettuce 
leaves, dressed with French dressing, as 
salad. One cold boiled beet may be used as 
a garnish for potato salad. String beans, if 
you have enough, can be used as a salad by 
itself. 


Left over tomatoes—Half a cup of stewed 
tomatoes may be used with stock for brown 
tomato sauce, or for making a small dish of 
scalloped tomatoes, helping out at lunch. 
Raw cucumbers are easily wilted and are 
unfit for serving; soak them In pure ufisalted 
water until serving them, Pass French dress- 
ing in a separate dish. In this way “left 
overs ’’ may be placed in the refrigerator and 
orl next day as an addition to the dinner 


Sauce supréme—One of the nicest of all 
sauces to use with warmed over chicken, 


The shells of Edam or pineapple cheese, 
after all the available cheese has been 
scooped out, will serve as a baking dish for 
stewed spaghetti or macaroniandrice. With 
care one shell can be used for three or four 
bakings. Boll the macaroni tn plain water 
until tender, then drain, cut it into small 
pieces, add to it cream sauce, pour this into 


or milk, salt and pepper to taste; beat the 
yolk of the egg light and add to the mashed 
potato with the salt and pepper. Add the 
cream if necessary only, for if the mashed po- 
tatoes be sufficiently moist the cream will 
make it impossible to handle. When well 
mixed form into small, flat, round cakes and 


light without separating and melt the butter, 
add to the gashed potato, with the cream or 
milk. Season and beat until quite light; fill 
greased popover pans half full of the mixture 
and brown in a quick oven. Take out caro- 
fully with a limber knife or spatula, and serve 
at once on a heated dish. 

POTATO BORDER—One and one-half cup- 
fuls mashed potato, yolk of one egg. The 
mashed potato may be cold or warm, but in 
either case it should have been niashed with 
butter and milk as usual, Mix the potato 
with the egg yolk, beaten light, and season 
with salt and pepper. Press into a well 
greased border mold and bake twenty min- 
utes fh a moderately hot oven. Let it stand 
in the mold for five minutes or ten minutes 
before attempting to turn out. 

CREAMED POTATOES—Chop cold boiled 
potatoes into small dice and to every pint of 
potatoes make a pint of cream sauce as fol- 
lows: Melt one tablespoon butter and one 
tablespoon flour, mix until smooth, add two 
cups good milk or one cup cream and one cup 
milk, stir until the butter and flour are well 


mixed with the liquid, then add the potatoes. , 


Put on the back part of the stove and cook 
slowly, stirring only occasionally and with 
care, until the potatoes have nearly, absorbed 
the. milk. If stirred often or vigorously the 
potatoes will become mashed and pasty, yet 
care must be taken that the milk does not 
scorch. Season just before serving with salt, 
pepper, and a tablespoon of chopped parsley. 
If the salt be added to the potatoes before
